REPORT  of  the  Directors,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Eighth 
Ordinary  General  Meeting  of  Proprietors,  at  the  Bridge 
House  Hotel,  London  Bridge,  at  One  o'clock  precisely, 
on  Thursday,  the  30th  June,  1859. 


In  accordance  with  the  understanding  come  to  at  the  last  Half- 
yearly  General  Meeting,  that  the  Accounts  should  he  made  up 
annually  to  31st  October,  and  presented  to  the  meetings  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  no  Accounts  are  appended  to  this  Report,  and  the  Directors, 
therefore,  abstain  from  any  comment  on  the  financial  position  of  the 
Company  until  the  meeting  in  December  next,  when  they  trust  to 
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be  able  to  lay  before  the  Shareholders  a  satisfactory  statement  of  the 
year’s  working.  In  the  meantime  they  hope  it  is  unnecessary  to 
state  that  the  Dividends  on  the  Debenture  Stock  and  Preference 
Capital,  as  well  as  the  Interest  on  the  outstanding  Debenture  Debt, 
will  be  punctually  provided  for. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  business  before  the  present  Meeting 
will  be  confined  to  the  election  of  Directors,  and  to  the  consideration 
of  the  proposals  contained  in  the  notices  of  motion,  with  such  reso¬ 
lutions  as  may  be  proposed  thereon. 

The  Directors  retiring  by  rotation  are  Mr.  Anderson,  Mr.  Ionides, 
Mr.  Ogilvy,  and  Mr.Danby  Seymour,  M.P.,  all  of  whom  are  eligible  for 
re-election.  Mr.  Seymour,  however,  on  account  of  his  numerous  engage¬ 
ments,  does  not  come  forward  for  re-election.  Another  vacancy  has 
also  occurred  by  the  resignation  of  Captain  Walter.  It  does  not 
appear  to  your  Board  necessary  under  the  circumstances  to  fill 
up  these  two  vacancies.  This,  however,  is  a  matter  which  it  is  the 
special  province  of  the  Shareholders  to  determine. 

Some  of  the  provisions  in  the  Agreements  between  this  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  Brighton  Railway  Company  never  having  been  carried 
into  effect  in  strict  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  Agree¬ 
ments,  it  was  determined  by  the  Boards  of  both  Companies  to  refer 
these  matters  to  Mr.  Robert  Stephenson,  the  eminent  Engineer,  who 
was  originally  appointed  as  Referee.  An  award  has  been  recently 
made  by  that  gentleman  of  a  nature  favourable  to  the  views  of 
3'0Ur  Board,  and  this  has  led  to  a  reconsideration  of  the  whole  subject, 
which  it  is  hoped  will  result  in  a  re-arrangement  between  the  two 
Companies  on  a  basis  more  satisfactory  for  both.  In  the  meantime, 
as  the  subject  is  under  consideration,  it  is  undesirable  to  make  any 
statement  in  detail,  but  the  Shareholders  may  be  assured  that  their 
interests  will  be  carefully  attended  to  by  the  Directors. 


The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Palace  during  the  year  ending  the 
30th  April  last,  has  been  1,432,013,  being  an  increase  of  38,078 
over  the  number  during  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1858,  thus 
showing  that  the  attractions  of  the  Palace  and  Park  continue,  as 
they  have  done  ever  since  the  opening,  steadily  to  increase.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Directors  have  not  relaxed  their  efforts  to  curtail 
the  ordinary  expenditure  of  the  undertaking  in  every  possible  way 
consistent  with  the  efficient  working  of  the  establishment  and  with 
the  thorough  maintenance  of  the  Building. 

Among  other  subjects  which  have  received  their  special  attention 
may  be  mentioned  the  Exhibitors’  Department,  in  which  a 
material  improvement  has  been  effected,  in  regard  both  to  the 
accommodation  for  Tenants  and  the  amount  of  Dental  secured. 
A  considerable  portion  of  the  space  formerly  let  to  Contractors 
has  now  come  again  into  the  hands  of  the  Company,  which 
the  Directors  anticipate  will  enable  them  to  effect  still  further 
improvements.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  by  which 
the  management  of  the  internal  and  external  gardens  is  now 
united  under  one  head,  from  which  advantageous  results  may  be 
expected. 

The  Shareholders  cannot  fail  to  have  noticed  the  marked  improve¬ 
ment  which  has  taken  place  in  the  Picture  Gallery,  particularly  in 
the  class  of  works  exhibited  there.  These  changes  have  evidently 
given  much  satisfaction  to  the  visitors,  and  the  Directors  anticipate 
still  further  improvements  in  this  important  department  of  the  Palace. 

It  is  impossible  yet  to  submit  any  accurate  statement  of  the 
results  of  the  Handel  Eestival.  The  Directors  can  only  congratulate 
the  Proprietors  on  the  remarkable  success  with  which  its  celebration 
has  been  attended.  It  has  realised  all  the  expectations  they  ex¬ 
pressed  concerning  it  in  their  last  Deport,  and  will  be  highly 
advantageous  to  the  Company  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view. 
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The  Directors  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Shareholders  to  the 
Crystal  Palace  Art  Union,  which  has  been  received  with  much 
favour  by  the  Public,  and  which  they  think  will  be  found  to  be 
deserving  of  their  support.  A  detailed  Prospectus  thereof  is 
appended  to  the  last  page  of  this  Report.
